To the best of 
mur knowledge most of those who raised 
heir hands continued to stand in the 
treet for another hour to listen to the 
ermon.

Ashamed of Biblical Theology? 


Further comment on the World Council 
in the very liberal Universalist Leader may 
not help us much in evaluating the Evan- 
ston Assembly but it is quite an aid in 
understanding the liberal attitude. We 
quote Robert B. Trapp: “While few World 
Council members are what Americans 
would describe as fundamentalists, there 
is a strong inclination to make a ‘Biblical 
theology’ normative. . . . Liberals would 
argue that the Bible is an ancient and 
dated book, not only in trivial matters 
such as geology, but often in more central 
matters.” 


After quoting a couple of instances in 
which delegates voiced difficulty in accom- 
modating their actions to the Bible the 
writer sums it up thus: 


“These instances should remind ecu- 
menical Christians that they must transcend 
the Bible at a number of points. ...A 
more radical selectivity will be necessary 
and this will require the help of philoso- 
phy and the social sciences. The goal of 
a thoroughgoing Biblical theology must 
surely be abandoned.” 


The selectivity suggested here could be 
applied in many directions. For instance, 
if your idea of an up-to-date quasi-biblical 
theology does not leave room for the 
Sabbath, just be a little selective and tell 
the Lord that you see the Sabbath in the 
Bible all right but that you are at liberty 
to discard it. Let’s think it over.

Seeretarys Column 


Perhaps some consolation can be drawn 
from the figures on February giving to 
our denominational work as_ reported 
elsewhere in this issue. That possible 
consolation arises from the fact that two 
or three of our larger giving churches did 
not get in the gifts for the month in time 
to be included in the report. 


Failure to get our gifts in monthy is in 
itself a source of difficulty to the agencies 
dependent upon our budget since they have 
monthly expenses, including important 
salary commitments, to meet. ‘Some of our 
church treasurers make it a practice to 
transmit their church gifts only every two 
months, or every three months. This re- 
sults in a cycle of receipts for which our 
dependent agencies have to make adjust- 
ments which are sometimes difficult. 

Partly on account of the absence of 
certain churches from the February report 
and partly because fewer of those churches 
which were included met their monthly 
targets, total receipts for the month fell 
woefully below denominational needs. 
Receipts were actually less than they were 
a year ago, although our budget is 12% 
higher than it was last year. We won't 
make the goal that way. 


To look for a moment at the brighter 
side of the picture, our giving for the 
first five months of the Conference year 
is better than it was last year. The 30.6% 
reported for this year (it should be 41.6% 
by this time) is largely the result of gener- 
ous giving during December and January, 
but unlike the bears we can’t survive a 
winter on the accumulation made during 
the early part of the season. We have to 
keep it up. A comparison of this year's 
percentage figure with last year’s is mis- 
leading because this year’s reported budget 
receipts include certain gifts previously 
as specials. 

February is now history. We are now 
concerned with March giving. Let us 
exert our efforts and our purses to the 
more strenuous forwarding of the work 
we have undertaken for God, and see to it 
that our denominational agencies have the 
means to meet their April expenses when 
they come due.

THE LIVING WORD 


“They wanted wine” 
Dr. Luther A. Wiegle 


Third in a series of arti- 
cles by this noted man. 


“And they wanted 
wine, the mother of 
Jesus saith unto him, 
They have no wine” 
— so reads the King 
James Version in its account of the mar- 
riage at Cana in Galilee (John 2: 1-11). 
To the modern reader this means that 
when some of the guests grew thirsty and 
desired wine, the mother of Jesus realized 
that there was none and turned to Him 
for help. 

But that is not what the Greek text 
of John 2: 3 means. Its first clause was 
translated by Tyndale: “And when the 
wine failed.’ Tyndale’s rendering is 
correct, and was used in the successive 
versions of Coverdale, Thomas Matthew, 
the Great Bible, the Geneva Bible, and the 
first edition of the Bishops’ Bible. The 
Greek text implies that the bridegroom 
had supplied wine, according to Jewish 
custom, but that he had miscalculated and 
did not supply enough. Tyndale’s trans- 
lation of the clause has been reinstated 
by all authorized versions of the King 
James Version — by the English Revised 
Version of 1881, the American Standard 
Version of 1901, and the Revised Standard 
Version of 1946-1952. Other modern 
translators also agree with Tyndale; they 
say that the wine ‘“‘ran short’ (Moffatt, 
Weymouth, Twentieth Century, Ballantine, 
Riew) or “gave out” (Goodspeed, Philips, 
Verkuyl). 

The wording of the King James Ver- 
sion, “when they wanted wine,’ is an 
ambiguous rendering for which a reviser 
of the Bishops’ Bible is responsible. It 
first appeared in the second edition of 
the Bishops’ Bible, and was taken from 
it by the King James translators. These 
two versions stand alone in this mistake. 


In 1611 the error was not as apparent 
as it is now, for the verb “want” is always 
used by the King James Version in the 
older sense of “lack,” and not in the 
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sense of “‘desire.”” The seventeenth century 
reader understood the clause to mean 
“when they lacked wine” just as naturally 
as the reader of today understands it to 
mean ‘when they desired wine.” But 
even so the King James rendering of 
this clause is an inaccurate paraphrase 
of the Greek text, and is apt to mislead 
the English reader. 


NEW SABBATH SCHOOL 
QUARTERLY 


With the current quarter there is a 
change in the editorial preparation of the 
Helping Hand. The first two lessons are a 
continuation of the series of doctrinal 
studies entitled ‘Christian Teaching” and 
are written by several ministers in the de- 
nomination. The remaining eleven lessons 
are the product of an editorial staff which 
has collaborated in the writing of each 
lesson. 

At the suggestion of the former editor, 
the Seventh Day Baptist Board of Chris- 
tian Education through a special committee 
selected four persons to write the lessons. 
While the work of previous editors 
has been of high quality and varied ap- 
proaches, it is the hope of the Board of 
Christian Education that the varied back- 
grounds and experiences of the editors 
will bring an approach which will create 
even more interest and stimulation to 
the students and teachers of the Sabbath 
schools. 

It has seemed best to the staff that for 
this quarter, little change be made in the 
general form of the lessons. However, 
one change should be noted. Instead of 
the usual listing of Scriptural passages for 
the Daily Devotions, an attempt has been 
made to make this section more useable 
as daily devotions, including with the 
Scriptures a short prayer, a thought-pro- 
voking question, and a quotation to carry 
with you through the day. A consistent 
use of these devotions by the family or 
individual will do much to prepare one 
for the Sabbath school class each week. 

It is hoped that as time goes by, other 
changes might be made which will make 
the Helping Hand more useable in the 
home and the church. Suggestions from 
the users of these quarterlies have been 
of great value to the editors in the past 
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and the present editors welcome your} 
constructive criticisms and suggestions. |
